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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 02/12/2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's remark on page 3, applicant asserts that "However, 
although FIG. 1 of OIkkonen may disclose that particular classes of devices may be 
blocked, or that the user may select particular device classes to view, this does not 
prevent the wireless device from communicating with different devices within the class 
of devices which the user wishes to view. For example, if the user selects a class of 
devices such as "printers", the user may be able to connect to all of the printers within 
the communicable range of the wireless device, therefore a connection may be 
established with all of the printers with the range of the wireless device (see paragraph 
[0152]). This contradicts the requirements of the claimed invention". 

In response to applicant's arguments as stated above. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicant's argument. It is important to note that the claind fails to 
cieariv define which devices are called "desired devices" and "undesired 
devices" . Accordingly, the "at least one desired device" as claimed reads on all of the 
printers within the range of the wireless device in OIkkonen, and the "undesired devices" 
as claimed read on all devices that are NOT printers within the range of the wireless 
device. As stated above by applicant, the user may be able to connect to all of the 
printers within the communicable range of the wireless device, NOT to non-printing 
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devices within the range of the wireless device (see paragraph [01 52]). Therefore, 
OII<konen reads on the claimed limitation.
